PREMIERS SINCE 
1905 EOTALS 35 


PARIS, July 17—()—Thirty-five pre- 
miers have been at the helm of the 
French government since 1905. Twelve 
of them came into power after M. Cle- 
menceau, the tiger of France, relin- 
quished the premier#hip in 1920. This, 
incidentally, marked the end of the 
“sacred union” prevailing during the 
world war and a renewal of bitter war- 
fare between the many polltical groups 
in parliament. 

During that. period (1905+'26) France 
also had a half dozen presidents, be- 
ginning with M. Laubet and followed’ 


successively by M. Fallieres, Raymond 
Poincare, Paul Deschanel, Alexandre 


The record of longevity is held by 
Georges Clemegceau, who presided over 
a ministry which curiously included M, 
Briand as minister of education, and 
M. Caillaux as minister of finance, from 
October, 1906, until July, 1909. The 
“father of victory’ almost duplicated 
this during the world war, when he 
managed to whip all political parties 
together into the now famous “ sacred 


union,’’ and continued his rule for two |. 


years and two months from November, 
1917, to January, 1920. The astute Ray- 
mond Poincare, who narrowly escaped 
going down to defeat with the Briand 
government by a last minute demand 
for dictatorial powers, runs a close 
second to M. Clemenceau, holding on.

[Iili-| 
nois is blind to California except in the way of 
fruit and vacations. 

Such of Mr. Baldwin's text as was cabled.would ) 
indicate that he also is among the Englishmen who 
still pay insufficient attention to American history. 
Some scholarly English have interested themselves. 
but they would not say that at the time of the 
American revolution England was preoccupied with 
revolutionary events in France. George III. ‘and 
his ministers were concerned with France but it 
was with the French plan to break away from 

Great Britain its then most valuable imperial 
assets, the American colonies, and thus bring down 
the victor of 1763 and strip it of America as France 
had been stripped of Canada. . 

We imagine it would’be a good thing if Great 
Britain knew more of American history. That 
is coupled with the thought that it would be a 

- good thing if Americans knew more of their own 
history. The one might prevent the British from 
having+some foolish presumption as to probable 
American conduct. The other might prevent 
Americans from doing some foolish things to 
themselves. The American theory of teaching 
history does regard the history of England at least 
to 1788 as essential to American history. There- 
fore it is taught, and if it is taught so that nothing

much comes either of it or of the teaching of 


American history that is a fault in method. 
. Probably if Mr. Gladstone had not preceded Mr. 
_ Baldwin in regarding the American revolution as 


an episode in the French revolution he would not: 


have been so sure that Mr. Jefferson Davis had 
made an army and, by gad, was about to make 
a nation and Lord Salisbury might not have ‘had to 
gc to bed sick on the news of Appomattox. The 
reverse of this may account for the fact that the 
prince consort was the safest director Victoria had. 

We believe that a study of American history 
, would have a good effect on British opinion. If 


the British view their own history institutionally. 


this is a part of it just as their history is a part 
of ours. It would do Americans quite as much 
good to study their own and the British history 
to make a rediscovery of what their institutions 
really are and how they were carried forward 
and by what men. 

Englishmen who knew the history ‘of English 
Liberty knew what was going on in the colonies 
and knew that if it did net prevail something 
would happén to make trouble at home. George III. 
was headed back to the Stuarts and the Tudors. 

Americans who know the history of American 
liberty would not now head back in the same di- 
rection under what they conceive to be moralistic 


and the comic wife beater. 

The bootlegger, with his grand piano, his high- 
priced car, his game out of season, his opera sub- 
scriptions, and his other solvent conditions, is a 
part of real American humor, just as almost any. 
dinner party in Washington is. Some of it may be 
sardonic humor, but it has permeated American life 
everywhere.

We, the men and women who compose the ranks 
of labor, observe with pleasure the increasing in- 
terest which is being manifested by the Christian 
churches of our land in the social and iMiustrial 
problems which so vitally affect the well being and 
happiness of all the people. : 

This attitude on the part of the churches has 
become more pronounced-since the termination of 
the world war. Perhaps that great conflict quick- 
ened and awakened the smoldering fires of brother-. 
hood and aroused the spirit of mankind to a full 
appreciaton of the fact that, after all, the whole 
world is akin.. This interest in the well being of 
others should be stimulated and encouraged. We 
should be more and more conscious of the fact that 
the material prosperity of the few should not be 
acquired at the expense of the many. When gain 


it becomes sinful and a thing of evil. 


Society should not permit such pernicious pol- 
en to exist. Our sense of justice and our re- 
ligious instincts should inspire the utterance of such 
a protest as to effectively prevent exploitation and 
oppression. In our complex civilization we find 
that our fortunes are so closely allied that to do 
one an injury impairs the happiness and welfare 
of the many. In like manner, if we practice right 
dealing and render exact justice, the beneficial 
results of guch a righteous policy will accrue to 
ali. The need of a moral and religious code to 
regulate the actions of men. as they affect each 
other has existed through the world’s history. 
Pecause of this need, rules of honesty, ee ee 
and religion have been formulated and adopted by 
various groups and organizations.

The Bible says concerning Christ, “ The common 
people heard him gladly.” So it seems today the 
churches which are the most vital have attracted 
the masses to them. It is difficult to give ex- 
pression to the spiritual emotions and feelings 
which move men to accept the ‘teachings and doc- 
trines of the Bible. It is impossible for the casual 
observer to understand the sacrificial acts of men 
and women who have been inspired and moved by 


the ehurch. 

Along with the growth of the church has grown 
up another organization which, in the domain of 
industry, has paralleled the work and service of, 
the church.

They are both of the ital Their membership 
is drawn from the masses of the common people. 
Goth are idealistic in character and founded upon 
the innermost feelings of the heart and mind. 
They both seek to promote the moral, spiritua 
and~\cultural welfare of the people. Both are 
‘seeking to find a solution ‘of social and industrial 
problems, Both, are endeavoring to raise the 
standard of living and of citizenship.

|, My obsétyation leads me to the conclusion that: 
the need of the hour is to bring about a greater 
degree of confidence and a better “understanding 
between the masses of the people and the church | 
organizations as such, for we cannot-ignore the 
fact that there is a leck of such contact, The 
cause for this state of affairs is found in the dis- 
trust that 
clashes that have occurred between capital and 
labor., If working men and women could be made 
to understand that the church is sympathetic .to 
their righteous aspirations, and the church would} 
show. an intgrest in their material welfare corre- 
sponding to the interest they show in their spiritual 
welfare, thére would no doubt be a much larger 
num of ‘working mgn and women identified 

The growth of industry and the increase in the 
wealth of earnings of corporations and individuals 
have tended ¢o increase the difficulties of the 
chureh and labor. This is due to the fact that 
some men of wealth and power, highly influential 
in the business world and prominent members of 
the church, have failed to apply the principles of 
‘religion in their business dealings and in their 
relationships between employers. and employs. 
The werk of the church would be easier if the 
common problems of industry were correctly 
solved. For this reason it is clearly evident that 
the church cannot escape its respongibility, nor 
{can it remain aloof, ignoring the problems which 
have developed 
trial life. 


As an illustration of this fact, we find the church 
is meeting with new and unexpected difficulties in 
China. With the awakening of the Chinese people 
have come the growth of industry and an increase 
in industrial development. During the last few 
years railroads have been built, mines have been 
vpened, power plants have been erected; and the 
work of manufacturing has been esta@ished. The 
missionaries who carried the message of Chris- 
-tianity to the Chinese before the new era of indus- 
trial development found it easier to preach and 
teach than they do,now. The relationship between 
the Chinese and the Europeans and Americans has 
changed, affecting the relationship between’ the 
Chinese and the missionaries. In too many if- 
stances when the Chinese sought better wage 
humane treatment, and tolerable conditions of em- 
ployment, employers,- instead of listening to their 
entreaties, have continued to~exploit the Chinese 
workingmen. Because all Europeans and Ameri- 
cans, in the eyes of many Chinese, come from 
Christian nations, the oppressive treatment has 
reacted on the relationship between the mission- 
aries and the Chinese. The church at home and 
abroad must demand that Christianity should not 
only be taught and professed but alsé exemplified 
in human, industrial, and business relationships.

Wl ig not a poison in the sense 
that lead and mercury “are. 
(here is no danger of zinc pol- 
soning for the man who eats 
foods cooked in vessels which contain 
zine, or taken from cans.” , 

These are the opinions of Dr. Drinker, 
who, with his associates, has been study- 
ing the question for about three years. 
He disa s with McCord and Fried- 
lander on many pofnts. 

Dr. Drinker has found that the human 
animal is fairly rich in zinc. There is 
a possibility that it is zinc which gal- 
vanizes him into some of his activities. 
Zine is found in all of his organs. He 
takes it in every day, and he eliminates 
ic continuously. It is found in his food 
and in his excretions as well. It is 
stored in his tissues. When he eats a 
dozen oysters he adds to his stock of 

‘And Dr. Drinker finds no evidence that 
any of this does any harm. He fed 
zinc in fair sized doses to Jaboratory 
animals for a considernble time, and he 
could find no evidence that it did them 
any harm. He examined very closely 
a group of men who had worked in zinc 
for a long time. They were sound in 
wind and limb, and their organs were 
without flaw. 

On its face there seem to be two ex- 
harmless. 

Men who inhale zinc fumes, in places 
where such fumes abound, do have a 
trouble that ts commonly called “ zinc 
chills.” This Dr. Drinker holds to be 
due to the harmful effects of large num- 
bers of particles acting on the air cells. 
He says an equal dose of any sort of 
heavy metal fume would have the same 
effect. He proposes the name “ metal 
fume poisoning.” The effect is not due 
to the poisonous effect of zine as such, 
and differs in no way from the effects of 
Similar doses of other metal as fumes. -

Pnglish Lawyers Fought Against Changes in System. 


From the side of the legal profes 


sion struggle may be followed 


through the pages of the law journals. 
The Law Magazine was founded in 
1828, as a defensive measure for rally- 
ing the bar against the impending 
‘storm. The leading article in its first 
number was a brazen and undis 


pleading, in which the criticisms of 
James Mill and the Westminster 7e 
viewers were referred to as “ such 


ribaldry”’ that there was “ no manner 
of reply which well-bred persons can 
employ.” (1 Law Mag. 2.) The Legal 
Observer, established in, 1830, and the 
Jurist, in 1837, joined forces with the 
Law Magazine in defense of the tradi- 
tional privileges of the cbar. None cf 
them at first realized the extent of the 
popular revolt nor the intensity of pub- 
lic feeling, and were inclined to treat 
the matter rather cavalierly. Annoy- 
ance over the impudenre of lay cri*i- 
cism gradually changed to resentment 
as the attacks on the profession ‘n- 


4 creased in frequency and bitterness, 


and this in turn gave place to serious 
apprehension and alarm, ,Even the 
lord chancellor seemed to have ‘4e- 
serted the profession and gone over 
to the enemy. (7 Leg. Obs. 321.) 


The Against Lawyers. 

In 1843. the Times was organ- 

ized as a new ally of the hard pressed 
forces of the bar. Its first editorial re- 
vealed the situation and defined the 
issue. It was entitled “The War 
Against the Lawyers,” and was @ rally- 
ing cry to the profession to awake ro 
the dangers which pressed on every 
hand. The emoluments of the bar were 
seriously threatened, and energetic 
means ‘of resistance must be promptly 
devised. (1 Law Times, 15.) Other ap- 
peals followed, in which the two 
branches of the profession were be- 
sought to forget their fancied differ- 
ences, for, says the Law Times,.“ Sure- 
ly lawyers have enough to do'to te 
pel the ettacks of the common enemy, 
without turning their fratricidal hands 
against each other.”. (Same, 65.) 
_ The defensive campaign was not an 
impressive exhibition of good strategy. 
But_ the position occupied by the pro- 
fession was intrinsfeally very weak— 
much weaker, indeed, than most of its 
members were possibly able to under- 
stand. Many of the arguments ad- 
vanced to mc:;t the broad grounds of 
public complaint were striking in- 
stances of the unintelligent rationaliz- 
ing by which instinctive or inherited 
prejudices ara given a formal justifi- 
cation. 
Defends Dilatory Procedure. 

Perhaps the greatest scandal in the 
whole judicial system was the dilatory 
procedure of the Court of Chancery, 
yet the Legal Observer disposed of it 
with a wave of its wand. “For the 
last 250 years,” it said, “ the complaints 


‘against the present system have been 


continual and unvaried,” yet “the 
Court of Chancery and its machinery 
- « « has remained nearly the same 
in every particular. It is obvious, 
therefore, that... the supposed 
evils . . . after all, have been 
very enormous, or they would not 
have been thus endured.” (2 Leg. Obs., 
401.) The delays in the queen’s bench 
were shown to be a blessing in dis- 
guise. “ What an incalculable benefit 


‘it is,” says the Jurist, “that in the 


length of time which must elapse be- 
fore. a cause can be decided in that 
court, passions have time to cool, the 
angry feeling that prompts to litiga- 
tion may subside, and if there are 
som® obstinate spirits who are dis- 
posed to fight to the last, their ability 
to carry on the warfare is put an end 
to by the ruinous expense of the long 
protracted contest.” (2 Jurist, 73.) 


More Judges, Usual Remedy. 


Such reasoning was worse than use- 
less, and only demonstrated the bank- 
rupt state of the profession as a. so- 
cial force. Hardly less pathetic was 
the argument for more judges. This 
was the standard solution for every 
judicial emergency, and was one which 


lawyers could always suggest with . 


sincerity and contemplate with equa- 
nimity, for it required no change what- 
ever in familiar practices and. offered 
the additional attraction of more ju- 
dicial appointments. Eut the British 
public, with its strong business sense, 
refused to believe the true. remedy 
for defective machinery was the em- 


ployment of more engineers to keep it” the same limitation as a fact 


going. 

Reforms came gradually, by means 
of an incredible number of small bills 
and amendments, which not -only 
familiarized the profession with: new 
ideas during the slow course of the 
debates, but introduced actual c 
at so moderate a rate that the bar be- 
came reconciled to one reform before 
the next was forced upon it. 

County Courts Extension Bill Passes. 

As demands for reform. spread and 
their ultimate success became clear to 
the profession, self-interest urged par- 
ticipation in framing the rules tor 
their operation. After all, the lawyers 
would have to use them, and no one 
would suffer so much as they trom a 
crude and. unworkable procedure. The 
line of resistance, therefore, varied. A 
few reforms, which might be deleated, 
were to be fought to a finish; those 
which were inevitable were to be 
brought under professional direction 
and control. Codéperation thus became 
a more effective method of self-protec. 
tion than opposition. In 1850 the house 
of commons passed the second read- 


unexpected blow to the bar. But th 
Jurist said: “What is it that . ag 
the lawyers are afraid of? . - « We 
will answer for them. They are afraid 
of a legal revolution, and, without 
power to avert it, they are letting the 
conduct of it slip from theirs into 
other hands. ... To sustain the 
actual [present] system .. . is im- 
possible. To remodel it . . + May be 
possible, if, the profession will stand 
forward: to lead, not to obstruct, the 
reform.”

Pondering whether or not scientific 
methods may be applied successfully to 


the study of social problems, the sub- 
committee of the Social Science Re- 


search council, of which Prof. Charles | 


E. Merriam of the University of Chi- 
cago is chairman, met yesterday at the 
Hotel La Salle. Prok J. L. Gillian, 


professor of psychology at the Uni-. 


versity of Wisconsin, presided at the 
meeting. 

“This is a study of methodology 
and not of the problems themselves,” 
Prof. Gillian explained. “ We are try- 
ing to determine the value of the inter- 
view method, the case method, and to 


what extent statistics may be relied: 


upon in pursuing the study of social 
problems.” 

Commenting on the difficulties in-

“Tin Canners” Beating 


Back from Boom 
Country. 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 
| HE flivver nomads are on the 
. move again, but their courses 
are charted away from the ol 
‘ familiar summer haunts of the 
' “tin canners” this year and toward 
the great population centers, where 
steady work, rather than commercial 
gold rushes, holds the promise of fall 
and winter livelihood. 
This new movement, casual and dis- 


jointed as it is, has already been noted 


by outposts on the Chicago lines of 


travel. Managers of the myriad gaso- 


line stations scattered along the main 
trails that converge in the city, for- 
est preserve camp custodians, garage 


men and keepers outlying general 


stores all report that the movement 


of gasoline gypsies into Chicago has 


increased one hundred per cent over 


that noted last year, and that the ma- 


jority of the wanderers hope to “ land” 
something for the summer here. 


Since the beginning of the great mo- 


‘tor tourist era in the United States, |. 


“tin can” travel has been an integral 
part of highway traffic. In the early 
days, tourists adventuring over the 


hflls and far away found at least one 


itinerent family, mounted in a wheezy, 
tattered car and dragging along all 
the pitiful accumulation of household 
equipment, including usually a “ houn”’ 
dog or so, camped in every likely spot 
where gasoline travelers were wont 
to pitch their tents. They were found 
in the Colorado mountain camps, in 
' Wisconsin woods clearings, in Minne- 
sota lakes trails and along the arid 
plains of Kansas. Hundredg'of thé fam- 
ilies moved with the harvest along the 
great sweep of the wheat belt, swing- 
ing from the early fields in southern 
Kansas through Nebraska and on west, 
then advancing with the ripening grain 
into the Dakotas and the far north- 
west. 
Introduction of the tractor and mo- 
torized farm equipment throughout the 
wheat belt has cut this type of travel- 
ing employment to a minimum in the 
last five years and has practically 
closed the field to the migrating work- 
ers who travel by fillvver. In some 
“bread basket ‘" towns excess harvest 
labor, flocking to the market centers 
since 1920, has brought about the or- 
ganization of summer gasoline chari- 
ties among farmers and merchants, 
who find that it is cheaper to supply 
free gasoline and ofl and keep the 
wanderers moving than to attempt to 
employ and care for them during the 
summer and fall. . 


Last year and in 1924 the big 
movement of the “tin canners” was 
southward into the lands of real estate 
Dooms and frantic construction work. 
Through southern Georgia, Florida, 
and the gulf coast, America’s wander- 
ing population found rich fields and 
easy pickings, although hundreds of 
them were forced to “cadge” gaso- 
line along the main roads of the mid- 
dle west and central south on their 
way to the tropic Eldorado. 

Last summer the wheat belt was 
practically cleared of this type of 
highway traveler, while every camp 
tn Florida and along the main south- 
ern trails was filled with the old 
timers of the open road. Hundreds 
of them found steady work within 
easy walking distance of the Florida 
camps, good pay, and cheap living in 
the open. Many of them emassed 
small fortunes in the southern boom 
and graduated from the “tin can” 
class to settle in the south. Other 
hundreds gathered enough cash to- 
gether to open roadside stands and 
build small homes before the peak of 
the boom was reached. The remainder 
joined the general exodus from the 
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.work, and pulling out again when con-

Government Funds 
to Complete U. S. 


HE appropriations authorized by 
the federal aid bill recently en- 
acted are $75,000,000 annually for 
the fiscal years 1928 and 1929 
for roads on the federal aid high- 
way system and $7,500,000 annually for 
those years for roads in and/to the 
national forests. The bill continues 
federal participation on an undimin- 
ished scale up to June 30, 1929. ~— 

Approximately two-thirds of the 
200,349 miles of highway on the federal 
aid system have been improved. Ac- 


cording to the 1925 figures, the total. 


cost to the government to improve one 
mile of highway averaged $9,850, or for 
practical purposes, $10,000. This means 
that durirg the fiscal years 1927, 1928 


and 1929 an additional 22.500 miles of| 
improved roads should be added to/| 


the system. 


If the states continue to improve; | 
roads on the federal aid system at) 


their own expense, as they have done 
in the past, they will, during that 
period, add another 30,000 miles so 
that at the close of the fiscal year 
1929 the United States should have 
about 50,000 more miles of improved 
roads. At the most, it should not take 
more ‘than five years to improve all 
of the roads on the system.

latest Paris sartorial sensation. 

These one time intimate gar- 
ments emerged fiem the privacy of 
the boudoir several seasons ago to 
appear at the tnformal tea, and later 
for the home dinner. Now they are 
to come right out in broad daylight 
as the smarest before-and-after “ dip ”’ 
costume. Pajamas for the cool Chan- 
moi ewept beach of Le Toquet and for 
the sultry sands of the Lido cover a 
wide range of creative talent among 
the Paris couture. There are exotic 
pajamas in plain and flowered lame 
that could be worn only at the Lido, 
and simple jacquettes and trouserr 
of crépe de chine which are favored 
for Deauville and Le Toquet.

I feel a warning should be issued 
in the face of the many queries about 
fasting! | 

Strenuous reducing methods are lia- 
ble to result in serious loss of vitality 
and in general health impairment. 

Prolonged fasting comes more or less 
under the heading of fads and should 
be considered as such. There are suc- 


_cessful methods of bringing the weight 


down to norma! without resorting to 
freak experiments. 
When I speak of prolonged periods 


“of fasting I mean fifteen, twenty, and 


thirty day food abstinences. For the 
average individual the prolonged fast 
is inadvisable because it is debilitat- 
ing. A too rapid loss of weight takes 
material from important structures of 
the body, often producing serious and 
enduring bad effects. It has even been 


“known to impair the intellect. There is 


always a chance with the long fast 


#of disturbing certain of the large or- 
“gans of the body. 

4 There is no question, however, that 
any one who so wishes may fast for 
.«a day, or even for a number 0: days, 


‘@without danger to health. 


In certain 


“disorders, more particularly those of 
‘the alimentary tract, such as auto- 
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intoxication,, intestinal toxemia, and 
fermentation, it is recommended by 
medical authorities as one of the best 
means of givihg\nature a chance to 
clean -house. 


Poisons Are Eliminated. 
It is a known fact that almost every 


individual carries around in his sys- . 


tem a certain amount of effete mat- 
ter that were better disposed of. Dur-. 
ing successful fasting experiments it 
has been proven that the liquid con- 
sumed was the item of real benefit to 
the system. It is the liquid that clears 
up the system, the skin, and the brain, 
and attains the other miracles of re- 
juvenation credited to the fc odless 
stretch. 

If you, consime water or liquid of 
some kind you may go on a seven day 
fast with benefit, providing your sys- 


‘tem needs clearing up. A ten day fast 


is the longest period recommended for 
a beginner. , 

For those of you who may feel the 
urge to commit your system to a gen- 
eral overhauling at the sacrifice of 
your three squares per day, the follow- 
ing program may be adopted without 
fear of anything but good resulting. 

Alternate daily with vegetable soup 
and fruit juices: A vow! of strained 
vegetable soup for breakfast, luncheon, 
and dinner one day, the next a glass of 
orange juice or grape juice for each 
of the three customary meals. Plenty 
of water should be taken between 
meals. 

At the end of the seven or ten day 
fast arrange a moderate return pro- 
gram such as; Breakfast, oatmeal 
and a cup of tea; luncheon, a glass of 


Gradually build up 
to your normal intake, 

The idea of the fast as I re:ommend 
it is not as a strenuous reducing pro- 
gram, but as a means of ridding the 
system of poisonous matters that

items of personal efficiency. that are 


‘bound to be impgired with the reten- 


tion of waste products and poisons. A 
ten day fast will, of course, reduce one 
anywhere @grom two to five pounds, 
which would not come under the cate.

On an Orange Juice Diet. 


The vegetable soups and the liquid 
juices are recommended because of 
their nourishing content.

The process is brief and tbe loss, if 
any, is slight, while it is truly a safety 
first meé@asure. Look at okra or even 
string beans under a microscope, and 
see what they have collected in the 


_ period of growing, in the way of dust 


and dirt. It cannot easily be washed 
off. And all the greens are safest and 
most palatable if “laundered,” al- 
though the process may be brief or but 
a minute in boiling water, with a dip 
immediately in the coldest of water to 
be had. It has been proven that this 
rapid change of temperature from hot 
to cold sets them as well on’ their way 
to tenderness or edibleness as cooking 
that is three times as long. And in 
this connection e might utter the 
caution about cooking green vegetabies 
for too long a time, as is so often done. 
A vegetable that is perfectly edibie 
raw, if overcooked may be more like 
straw than it ought to be, mruch more. 
Wisdom in this matter did not begin 
with us or us moderns. Charles Eg- 
bert Craddock a generation or two 
ago put the following into a story: 
“'Cynthy, air ye a-goin’ ter set thar 
in the door all day, afi’ that thar pot 
a-bilin’ all the stren’th out'n that thar 
cabbige an’ roas’in ears?’ Cabbage 
and green corn are quite universally 
cooked too long, and the sugar in fe 
corn gets almost completely dissolved 
in the hot or boiling water. The cab- 
bage loses its flavoring solubles and 
change$ color. \ 


Understanding Boiling Water. 

When boiling water is poured over 
vegetables which have been well 
washed in cold water it may be re- 
duced, in 
which is far below the boiling point, 
belagy the point or degree*for effec- 
tive sterilization. Therefore, it is best, 
in most cases, to drop them into boil- 
ing water over the fire and then let 
the water at least come to a boil, 
though in the case of spinach, live 
steam is often used for the steriliza- 
tion with a subsequent cold dip, tak- 
ing pains to have the cold water pene- 
trate the mass thoroughly.

Freezing Foods. 

Everybody who makes ice creams 
and mousses knows that there is a 
happy medium of physical condition 
which it is none too easy to secure, 
that is, these may either be frozen 
too hard when they do not seem to 
hav® much taste, or they are too soft. 
You find by touching your tongue to 
an icicle that it “burns.”’ You may 
find in other ways that extreme cold 
Gulis the taste, so that no matter 
what went into the ice cream to flavor 
it delightfully, you cannot get that 
flavor. Chilled puddings and creams 
may therefore be more agreeable to 
eat than many an ice or ice cream. 

Unsweetened Condensed Milk.

White Sauce Ice Cream. 


A large family of distinguished folk- 


have found at their summer home, 
where eggs and cream are not always 
obtainable, that they can get an ice 
cream that wins much commendation 
by using a white sauce to which eggs 
and cream may be added when obtain- 
able, also fruits. In. experimenting 
with this idea a cup of white sauce 
was made the day before—they make 
their white sauce thus ihn advance— 
with one cup of milk, two tablespoons 
of flour and one tablespoon of butter, 
and a mere suggestion of salt. The 
next day one-fourth cup of sugar was 
cooked in a double boiler with one 
beaten egg yolk, with constant stirring, 
until smooth and thick. This and 
four tablespoons of cream whipped, 
and a half teaspoon of vanilla com- 
bined with the white sauce, made a 
rather heavy frozen thing but exce!- 
lent and it showed how many varieties 
were possible. 


Frozen Tapioca Cream. 


A tapioca cream pudding is improved 
100 per cent by chilling and perhaps 
200 per cent by freezing like any ice 
cream. In this case we thicken our 
milk with tapioca instead of flour, as 
in making a white sauce ice cream: 
Use these proportions: One quart 


milk, fcur tablespoons granulated tapi- . 


oca, one cup sugar, two eggs, a little 
cream—more or less—and vanilla 
flavor. Wet the tapioca with a little 
of the milk, stir, add the rest of the 
milk and sugar, put over. the fire and 
stir and cook for at least twenty min- 
utes, beat the yolks of the eggs and 
stir into the pudding just before taking. 
it from the fire. Take from the fire 
and after it has slightly cooled fold 
in the stiffly beaten egg whites. Cool, 
put into a freezer with ice and salt, 
and when chilled, turn the crank and 
freeze. When it is partly frozen add a 
half cup or a cup of cream whipped. 
Other flavors than vanilla may be used, 
but a vanilla bean cooled with the 
milk and tapioca makes a delicious 
flavor. In making half this quantity, 
beat up a whole egg and stir: it into 
the tapioca thickened milk. Anywhere 
from two tablespoons to half_a cup of 
cream whipped may be used with this. 
Other sweetenings, such as maple 
sirup, may be used and coffee for 
flavor is good.

There are a few opera patrons, for instance, who perform 
Seances of joy whenever “ Le Chemineau?’ is announced, and 
intantations of rage when it is taken off. Now ‘*‘ Le’ Chem- 
inca” is a bit of high art if there ever was one on the oper- 
ptic stage. It has a most touching dramatic story and it. is 
packed full of the finest kind of tunes.

“The fact is that Mr. Grau made the Metropolitan pay 
Wery handsomely and retired after his term of office with a 
Very comfortable fortune.

But I can 
cnly report professionally as a theologian that all of them, 
in my judgment, will go to hell for their pains. 

And richly deserve the singeiggs there in store for them. 
For all they accomplish, in putting the original Greek into 
familiar English, is to _ it into English so flabby and pre- 
rosterous that all the beauty is gone out of it. Consider, 


for example, the sonorous and magnificent line in the Lord's.

as it was of Greek? Goodspeed, more discreet than the 
rest, omits it-altogether: I can't find it in his version of John. 
But Weymouth tackles it boldly, and with this almost un- 
believable result: 4 
Then standing up, Jesus spoke to her. “ Woman,” He said, © 
” Where are they? Has no one condemned you? " “No one, 
Sir,” she replied. ‘And I do not condemn you either,” said 
Jesus. “Go, and from this time do not sin any moge.” 
Imagine it! ‘* No one, Sir!”’ And “‘do not sin any more!” 
But Ballantine, as impossible as it may seem, is still worse: 
Jesus raised himself up and said to her, “ Woman, where 
are they?

Give your eye to that “be off.” And then ask yourself if

All, of these dreadful perversions of incomparable beauty, 
as I have already said, are full of good intentions: they show 
cnough, indeed, to pave hell from the Torquemada monument 
to the Avenue of the Revivalists. What ails them is simply 
a gross misunderstanding, on the part of their rev. perpe- 
trators, of the nature of religious feeling. These worthy gen- 
tlemen all seem to think that it is a product of ratiocination— 
that it, arises out of logic and evidence, like the belief, say, 
that two and two make four. It does nothing of the sort. It 
begins, not as a series of ideas, but as a mystery, and it 
remains a mystery to the end. Religion is most potent to 


sway the mind, indeed, when the evidences of its objective 
‘truth are most vague and unconvincing—when it is appre- 


kendad, not as fact at all, but as sheer poetry, the Very 
negation of fact. 

The success of Christianity in the world, I believe, is due 
largely, if, not chiefly, to the unmatchable beauty, as poetry, 
of its secred books. It is hard to think of any other oriental 
religion ‘that is not logically more plausible and persuasive, 
but not wne of them has a sacred literature even remotely 
to be compared, for simple loveliness,to that of the decadent 
Judaism which, alone among them, has conquered the west. 
There are single Psalms that have ten times more beauty in 
them than the whole literature of Brahminism, ancient and 
modern; in the stcry of the Christ Child there is more poetry 
It is precisely 


evocation of the unattainable and ever to be desired, that 


give Christianity its continued strength in the modern world, | 
despite the gradual destruction fm two-thirds of its objective | 


evidences. 


Poetry does not-fetch a man by convincing him; it fetches 


tim by robbing him of the wish to be convinced—by lulling 
the censor within him and so giving free rein to his deepest 
cmotons. Few Americans of the present day, I take it—that 
is, few of the more enlightened sort—agccept the story of the 
Christ Child in all literalnesd. It violates their notions of 
the probable; in part, at least, it seems to them to be plainly 
fanciful. But that man must be a dull clod indeed who is 
not moved by it, and never catches himself wishing a bit 
wistfully that such things could really be. It is, of all the 
stories ever devised by man, enormously the most beautiful. 
Whoever reduced it to words, conquered, by that stroke, the 
whole civilized world. 

ut poetry is a fragile flower, and wil] not bear transplant- 
ing. Forced into the harsh forms of prose all its charm is 
gone; it becomes simply nonsense. This is true of great 
poetry as well as of poetry that is not great, as every fresh 
ettempt at a prose translation of the Odyssey bears witness. 
It is preéminently true of the poetry which makes‘up the 
sacred books of Christianity. Try it with any of the Psalms, 
with the Sermon on the Mount, with the story of the Nativity, 
with the roaring strophes of Revelation. The thing becomes,

I've seen 
all the acting there has been to 
see since two or three years be- 
fore the Mauve Decade set in. 
It is true that all of it may not 
haye been seen intelligently: that 
is, that my few enthusiasms in 
that time may have lacked: war- 
rant. and my indifference to 
much that has been lauded may 
have been shy in the quality of 
trained perception.

As to John Drew, I never heard him say how good he 
thought he was; nor has his opinion in the matter. if he ever 
expressed one, been reported to me by\ any of his intimates. 
But he was a ‘player for whom I had a high enthusiasm in 
my childhood theater-gojng, and one for whom I never lost 
my liking: for the excellent reason, probably that it was a 
right liking in the beginning, and did not make an idol of 
one who was simply a good actor within the limitations his 
Maker had imposed. Few of the professional critics in the 
‘Nineties and later regarded him as a good actor: rather. they 
treated him as an agreeable pérformer in unimportant com- 
edy of whem the public was fond.

day;—and by his day I mean the years of his maturity. I 


have seen but one other player in our’ theater as good aa 


Drew in the latter's gamut—the late Charles Coghlan, 
an alien. England has had in the years since Coghian’s 
death no player of fine comedy as gifted as Drew: the best 
of the drawing-room comedians tiow active there, Gerald 
DuMaurier, could profitably” go to school to the veteran 
American. . I am Able easily to summon to memory 
Drew’s, Petruchio, his Charles Surface, his King of France 
in ‘‘Love’s Labour’s Lost,” and his acting in other roles

It was told of him that, when he left the pompous maw 
agement of the celebrated Augustin Daly to become a pro- 
forma star under Charles Frohman, he made ‘the change. 
because the former’ had refused to give him an increase that 
would have changed his pay frem $100 a week to $125—or 
it may have been from $125 to $150; and I mention this 
legend for the interesting reason that a man doesn’t have 
to be much of an actor these days to get $100 or $125 or 
$150 a performance. Mr. Frohman, although in those days 
virtually without competition as an importer of plays from 
London and the Continent, assigned Drew to comparatively 
few that were better than third-class, and gave to the actor 
more than a few that were beneath contempt as dfama and 
as conveyances. That I recall the actor more vividly for his 
acting in Shakspere and the o!¢ comedies than for what he 
did in the modern plays that fell to tiim later-on is not 


because I was a kid when I saw him in the standard plays, . 


but because they were good plays. He was still the best 
of.our comedians when he had half a chance in the matter 
of a rdle: as in “ The ‘Bauble-Shop,” in “A Marriage of Con- 
venience,” in “Second in Command,” in “ Rosemary,” in 
“The Tyranny of Tears,” in “The Duke of Killikrankie,”

the department of commerce, one of 
the best radio legal authorities in the 
eountry, that broadcasting will go on

In the opinion of commerce officials 
there may be some conflict between 
broadcasters at present operating and 
broadcasters who have erected sta- 
tions’ Dut have not been permitted to 
operate. The latter will now be priv- 


virtually to help themselves to any 
wave length they desire. , 
Hoover’s Power Vanishes. 


An example of this is the Chicago 
Federation of Labor, which went on 
the air this week. It had a station 
ready to begin broadcasting, but had 
been refused a license. Now it is 
proadcasting, using, it is claimed, a. 
wave length of 491.5 meters, the wave 
jlength previously used exclusively by 
WEAF, the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company of New York.. 

In fact, excepting with regard to, 
the supervision of wireless equipment 
in ships, which will continue as usual, 
the commerce department has done a 
quick disappearing act, so far as the 
control of commercial broadcasting 
stations is concerned. Secretary 
Hoover, however, did tarry long 
enough to make an earnest plea that 
for the sake of the continued good will 
of Canada and international relations 
that broadcasters of the United States 
refrain from appropriating Canadian 
wave lengths. 

One Ray of Hope. 

The silver lining to the present 
cloud appears to be that, for the time 
being, at least, no new radio stations 
are likely to be built. The ergument 
advanced by government officials is 
that under such conditions as now pre- 
vail a broadcaster would not venture 
to invest from $25,000 to $250,000 in a 
raiio station he might never get to 
operate without interference.

No authentic figure is at hand ap- 
proximating the value of the invest- 
ment involved in the radio stations of 
the country, but an idea of the magni- 
tude of the industry is that there are 
now estimated to be 20,000,000 listen- 
ers, and, during the year, something 
like $350,000,000 was spent on radio by 
the people of the United States. 

‘If chaos should result, besides the 
huge investment being put into jeop- 
ardy, receiving sets of listeners every- 
where might be rendered useless and 
fans by the millions deprived of radio 
entertainment. 

Government officials have pointed 
out that the American people are en- 
tirely too sane and sensible to allow 
mech chaos to be brought about. 
Therefore hope is held out that, while 
the situation may be bad in some places 
during the summer and fall months, 
generally speaking, tolerable broad- 
casting conditions may be expected unm 
til the hoped for relief comes in the 
early winter from congress.

NO INFRINGEMENT 
SAYS JUDGE IN 
NEUTRODYNE SUIT 


A decision of vital importance to the 
entire radio industry was handed down 
last week by Judge Robert A. Inch in| 
the federal courts of Brooklyn in -an 
action brought by the Radio Corpori- 
tion of America and its associated com- 
panies, the General Electric company, 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manu- 
facturing company, and the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, for 


infringement, by the manufacture and 


sale of a neutrodyne receiver licensed 
under the Hazeltine corporation pat- 
ents. The decision holds that the Ha- 
zeltine neutrodyne receiver does not in- 
fringe the Rice and Hartley patents, 
which are owned respectively by the 
General EBlectric company and the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
company. 

The importance of the decision lies 
in the fact that it substantially assures 
the continuance of the activities of the 
Independent Radio Manufacturers and 
its sublicensees in the manufacture of 
neutrodyne receivers under the Hazel- 
tine patents. 

Although Judge Inch in his decision 
rules that the claims of the Rice and 
Hartley patents, which were sued on,

Products of one of the finest engi- 
neering organizations possessed by any 
radio station, the new studios and the 
control room have been specially de- 
signed and constructed to meet the 
various needs of the swiftly moving 
day and night schedule of W-G-N. The 
present studio facilities have been 
taxed to the utmost, and when the 
enormous program developed for the 
fall and winter months came under 
consideration, the. station officials 
realized they ‘were inadequate and 
Plans were at once drawn for new 
studios and a control room that would 
be the last word in radio engineering, 

Work was started in May, and frui- 
tion of the months of labor comes 
this week when the first programs are 
to be broadcast from these modern 
studios. : 

New studios and control room cover 
a total area of over 1,700 square feet. 
Studio No. 1 is 20 by 40 feet: studio 
No. 2, 20 by 30 feet, and the control 
room 15 by 15 feet. 
ten feet square, has been built par- 
ticularly for “Sam ’n’ Henry,” W-G-N’s 
popular colored boys. 

Past experience has played a large 
part in the design and equipment of 
these new studios. While mechani- 
cally perfect, they are bare of un- 
necessary tables, chairs and lamps. 
The customary gaudy magnificence of 
the radio station has been sacrificed 
to insure a site where the special pro- 
grams and productions of the type 
W-G-N has featured in the past may 
be presented under ideal conditions. 
W-G-N’s new studios are ideal radio 
workshops. All lighting is overhead. 
There is no desk for the announcer, 
who will do all his talking into a spe- 
cial microphone fixed to the wall. 
Only such chairs as are necessary for 
musicians will be permitted. 


Control Room a Marvel. 


The new control room is a marvel of 
its kind. Four huge panels, designed 
under the direction of Chief Engineer 
Carl Meyers, and constructed by As- 
sistant Engineer George Leverett and 
his staff, have numerous unique fea- 
tures in addition to being modern in 
every respect. Chief among these is 
the mixer panel,’’ permitting simul- 
taneous broadcasting from twelve mi- 
crophones. This panel will be used 
for productions and feature programs. 
where unusual blending of music is 
necessary. | - 

The panel also contains facilities for 
chain broadcasting to five _ stations, 
while W-G-N can operate 100 “ remote 
controls’ [broadcasts that ,emanate 
from a point other than the studio}, 
without overtaxing the panels. A spe- 
cial panel is also maintained for the 
features programs brought by leased 
telephone wire from New York studios. 

The operator seated before the pan- 
els has the master control of all sta- 
tion mechanical] activities. The com- 
plicated task of switching from studio 
to studio, from remote control to re- 
mote control, has been reduced to its 


-| simplest terms and the work of mak- 


ing changes can transpire in less than 
a second’s time. While a_ special 
switching device will be placed in the 
Studios so that the announcer can 
operate the various microphones, a 
mistake on his part can be instantly 
rectified by the operator, who has a 
clear view of all studios through 
heavy plate glass windows. 


Extra Studio Great Heip. 


The new studios are expected to as- 
sist in speeding up programs. When 
one orchestra is scheduled to follow 
up another there is often a delay to 
permit the exit of one group and@ the 
entrance of the second. The two stu- 
dios will eliminate this. The second 
orchestra can be getting ready in the 
other studio while the first is complet- 
ing its program. 

In the case of a feature where nu- 
merous people are necessary, such as 
the series of ‘‘ Old Tim Prize Fights,”’ 
when the first studio “ mob” was used, 
the extra studio will permit the preced- 
ing and succeeding feature to move 
forward without discomfort or inter- 
ruption from the “ extras.”’ 


U. S. TO HAVE BIG 
RADIO DISPLAY 
ON EXHIBITION 


The exhibit of the radio division of 
the department of commerce at the 
sesquicentennial at Philadelphia prom- 
ises to be a visual education to fans.
